INNISFIL — A full-time Toronto fire¬ 
fighter who is also an Innisfil resident 
and volunteer part time firefighter is 
being taken to task for his services to 
the community of Innisfil. 

The International Association of Fire 
Fighters (IAFF), which represents 
Toronto firefighters, is asking the City of 
Toronto to fire Cookstown resident 
Tom Hunse because he also volunteers 
his services in Innisfil. 

Full-time firefighters who volunteer 
for part-time firefighting work in other 
municipalities are commonly called 
two-hatters, and they are frowned upon 
by the IAFF, according to Hunse's 
Toronto lawyer, John Gibson. 

"They're trying to force the two-hat¬ 
ters out and essentially expand their 
own membership. That's what their 
agenda is," Gibson said.

"The Toronto union expelled Tom Hunse 
from membership in May 2011 on the basis 
that he was working as a volunteer firefighter in 
Innisfil." 

He has not been fired. 

Gibson has launched a duty of fair represen¬ 
tation application against the Toronto union. 

Tve done that because the union is sup¬ 
posed to serve its own members," he said. "And 
in this case, the Toronto firefighters union is 
trying to get one of its own members fired by 
the City of Toronto. This is a case of the union 
going after one of its own members. 

"I don't think it makes any sense whatso¬ 
ever," Gibson added. "His work as a volunteer 
firefighter in Innisfil in his free time has noth¬ 
ing to do with his performance as a full-time 
firefighter in Toronto. 

"He's a great firefighter, he's experienced, 
totally professional. He's got an unblemished 
record of service with the City of Toronto. 

"The only thing he's guilty of is being a vol¬ 
unteer in is free time in his home community 
in Innisfil." 

Cory Mainprize, president of the Barrie Pro¬ 
fessional Fire Fighters Association (BPFFA), 
doesn't see it that way. 

While Mainprize doesn't have any direct 
involvement with Hunse's case, he said there is 
a reason why the IAFF does not approve of 
double-hatters. 

"The association does not condone or 
endorse our members working as part-time 
firefighters in other municipalities. There are 
health and safety considerations from our 
standpoint and there's commitment issues to 
more than one department," Mainprize said. 
"There's a lot of data supporting the fact that 
continued exposure to the work that we do — 
with combustion smoke, chemicals — is having 
huge detrimental effects on members of the 
service and there's been been some challenges 
in the past from corporations (municipalities 
saying) that he didn't get sick here, he got sick 
there. 

"Those types of issues have arose. We're 
trying to continually limit the exposure our 
members are getting to these toxins and chem¬ 
icals. There's a reason we work the shifts we do 
and reason we have days off between our shifts. 
That time is designed to recuperate," Mainprize 
said, adding that could mean lack of sleep. 
"There's potential they could be returning to 
their full-time employer potentially not ready 
for duty." 

Hunse's lawyer doesn't buy that. 

"The union may tell you if Tom Hunse is 
fighting a fire in Innisfil he may be too tired to 
fight fires safely in Toronto," Gibson said. "The 
union doesn't care if he works all night doing 
construction work. All kinds of firefighters do a 
multitude of things on the side. 

"He's a volunteer in Innisfil. He doesn't have 
to respond to a fire (if he doesn't want to). 

The Toronto union has proceeded to file a 
grievance, which is going to arbitration in 
October, asking the arbitrator to require the 
City of Toronto to terminate Hunse. 

Gibson said the next step for his client is to 
go to the labour board. 

"We're saying the union is acting in breach of 



their duty of fair representation, that they're 
actions are arbitrary, they're in bad faith and 
they're utterly unreasonable," he said. 

In a twist, Gibson said there is a Barrie fire 
department connection as to how the Toronto 
IAFF union was alerted to Hunse working part 
time in Innisfil in the first place.

"The Toronto union essentially accepted a 
complaint file by (a) past president of the 
Barrie union. He filed charges in June 2010 
against Tom Hunse and he filed those charges 
under the IAFF constitution and he did so with 
the Toronto union," he said. 

"So really, this is a case of the Barrie firefight¬ 
ers union telling the Toronto firefighters union 
to expel Tom Hunse from membership in the 
union and then the Toronto union telling the 
City of Toronto to fire Tom Hunse," Gibson 
said. 

"The legal issue is whether the union can 
force the City of Toronto to fire one of its own 
members simply because he works, in his free 
time, as a volunteer in his home community." 

And that's what Hunse wants to do. 

"I think I'm doing what's right," he said from 
his Cookstown home on Wednesday. "I don't 
think the union should be telling me what I can 
do in my free time. I'm standing up for my 
rights." 

He wants to make it clear that he is not anti¬ 
union. 

"I think the union does a good job for the 
most part. But I think they crossed the line." 

- The Town of Innisfil has 18 full-time fire¬ 
fighters who are members of the Innisfil Profes¬ 
sional Firefighters Association. 

- The town has approximately 96 part-time 
firefighters. 

- The fire chief and deputy are not members 
of the association. 



Municipal Elections -

Before even deciding who you should 
give your vote, you should ensure that 
your name appears on the Voter’s list. 
The Town of Innisfil’s website has a rather 
sophisticated page dedicated to all things 
election. Look for the box that states ARE 
YOU ON THE VOTER’S LIST, enter your 
first name, your last name and your street 
address, and in a matter of seconds your 
confirmation will appear. The page then 
provides you with information on which 
ward you are registered and who the 
candidates are for your ward. 

In the event that your name does not 
appear on the voter’s list, you should call 
the Clerk’s office at 705-436-3740 or 
email clerksoffice@innisfil.ca. You may not 
appear on the voter’s list if you are a new 
resident to Innisfil, or you have changed 
address within the last 4 years, or if you are 
not a citizen of Canada. There is still time to 
get on the list, so you may want to contact 
the clerk’s office as soon as possible. 

On Election Day, October 27th, the polls will 
be open from 10am until 8pm. Unofficial 
election results will be released as soon 
as practicable after 8 pm. In the event of 
a tie between 2 candidates, the Clerk has 
15 days to conduct a recount and announce 
the updated results. 

It is important to carefully review the 
manifesto of all the candidates before 
deciding who you should support. 
You want to vote for someone whose 
interests are aligned with yours, and who 
shares your vision of the future growth 
and development of the town of Innisfil. 
A list of all the candidates, along with their 
contact information is available on the 
town’s page.

McGuinty’s 
new gig may 
fail smell test 

F ormer Ontario premier Dalton McGuinty isn't doing 
anything illegal by representing a company that wants 
to sell its products to a government he once led. But, as 
always, there is a certain amount of shabbiness associated 
with the situation, a condition shared by many lobbyists 
who come from government. 

After stepping down as premier in early 2013, McGuinty is 
now representing a Kitchener software company that wants 
to sell its educational material to the Ontario Ministry of 
Education. He is a senior part-time adviser. 

The company, Desire2Learn, received a $4.25-million 
grant from the Ontario government in January 2011 (when 
McGuinty was premier), along with a $3-million grant from 
the education ministry, and about $14,000 from the Min¬ 
istry of Transportation. 

There is no indication the company did anything illegal in 
accepting those grants; indeed, many Ontario enterprises 
receive grants and funds from government. 

And Desire2Learn also did nothing wrong in hiring 
McGuinty. As stipulated by legislation that governs lobbying 
and other post-political/government service, the former 
premier had to wait at least a year before signing on with 
Desire2Learn or any other organization that wants to do 
business with the province. 

Records show he registered as a lobbyist in August — well 
over a year after leaving government in June 2013. 

And yet McGuinty's newest gig has become a lightning 
rod for anger of Ontarians who say he left behind a mess. 
There are examples, but chief would be cancellation of two 
gas-fired electricity plants within the GTA, one just prior to 
the 2011 election that saw the Liberals lose their majority 
status at Queen's Park. 

There is also the structural deficit created by the former 
McGuinty government, and a provincial debt that remains 
staggering. 

New Democrats on Wednesday suggested the cooling off 
period be extended to five years for ex-government people 
registering as lobbyists. 

But McGuinty isn't just another government person; he 
was premier for almost 10 years. And he didn't leave under 
the best circumstances. 

That he would return to the halls of government, as a paid 
lobbyist, is galling for many. Just because it's legal doesn't 
mean it's right.

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Medical marijuana facilities get another look

A By-law Amendment that would restrict the location of 
Medical Marijuana production facilities to lands zoned Gen¬ 
eral Industrial or Industrial Parle came back to Council on 
September 17 - but first, Councillors heard from a number of 
speakers, both for and against. 

"For" was AlternaMedz CAO George Ragogna, a self- 
described "spokesperson for a new industry," who empha¬ 
sized that although his company has an application before 
Health Canada - one of 1,100 - there has been no formal 
application to the Town, for any specific site. 

Ragogna spoke in Open Forum, with the goal of addressing 
"misinformation and misunderstandings." He pointed out 
that the Health Canada approvals process is "extensive and 
exhaustive," with full security checks, "and profile checks of 
who we are and who we associate with." 

Applicants must identify their sources of funding, undergo 
employee training, and meet all standards. "You ask, who are 
you inviting into Town (by approving a Medical Marijuana 
facility)? We say you are inviting corporate Canada... Who is 
financing this? Large private and public investment compa¬ 
nies... Who will work there? Microbiologists, lab technicians, 
IT, horticulturalists..." 

Ragogna insisted that, with the checks and balances in 
place, public safety would not be compromised - and asked 
how a medical marijuana plant differs from any other phar¬ 
maceutical company that might be welcomed to town. 

Other delegations were opposed. 

Gregory Cox was in Council to present an updated petition, 
signed by Cookstown residents opposed to a Medical Mari¬ 
juana facility in their village - a petition that now has "225- 
plus signatures, in a town of 1600." 

His concerns centred around the belief that AlternaMedz is 
looking at taking over and expanding an industrial building at 
3745 Hwy. 89 - and warned of the risk of flooding, pollution, 
the threat to public safety, and the potential violation of the 
Charter of Rights, especially in light of what he described as 
"the lack of public notice" and consultation. 

"We feel it requires lengthier debate, consultation and 
process," Cox said, calling for an Environmental Impact 
Study. He also suggested that the "horticultural aspect" of 
medical marijuana should be restricted to agricultural, and 
not industrial, lands. "This is an inappropriate area to put this. 
There are other places in Innisfil that might be more appro¬ 
priate." 

"I think we need to re-look at the whole issue, not just in 
Cookstown," said the next delegate, John Holland - but rather 
than an agricultural zoning, he suggested that a Medical Mari¬ 
juana facility should be considered a heavy industrial use, 
and that the separation between the plant and "sensitive"

land uses, from schools to homes, should be a minimum of 
100 metres, not the 70 metres proposed in the By-law. 

Holland also warned that if there is a fire at the plant, 
"people will be evacuated from their homes or not want to 
return due to what would be in the smoke from a fire" - a cost 
that should be considered, when evaluating a location in Inn¬ 


isfil. "What if numerous members of our Innisfil community 
are addicted after exposure and it ruins their life?" 

Cookstown resident Sarah Currie said that she was not 
opposed to medical marijuana. "I think there has been a mis¬ 
conception that we are against medical marijuana. We are not 
against medical marijuana, we are against the location - 
because we are all living on that street." 

Currie cited a lack of transparency in the process, in two 
other Ontario municipalities approved for Medical Marijuana 
facilities. "Remember, it is the taxpayers who put you where 
you are," she told Council. "Where are our democratic rights?"

Innisfil Hydro is undergoing tremendous growth, according to President and CEO George Shaparew. Long range 
planning identifies that Innisfil Hydro will grow more than 240% by the year 2031. Not only is the Town of Innisfil's 
population slated to grow from 34,000 to 56,000, but South Barrie is proposed to grow by 39,000 over the same 
period. All of this growth is in addition to the Friday Harbour development, along with the strategic employment 
lands adjacent to the Highway 400 corridor. 

Our obligation under provincial legislation is to prepare for growth in a timely manner. We are required to connect 
our customers within specified regulated timeframes. Electrical infrastructure is capital intensive and requires 
years of planning, engineering and construction lead time. It is mandatory to invest and meet customer and 
regulatory requirements. 

In keeping with our long range planning, we are well underway with the construction of our new Operations and 
Administration Centre at 7251 Yonge Street (south of Innisfil Beach Road). The new facility will consolidate our 
resources under a single roof. Currently at the Commerce Park site, Innisfil Hydro staff are scattered throughout 
three former model homes and two former school portables. In addition, the Commerce Park site has a number of 
other site limitations including customer accessibility and safety which necessitated our re-location. 

The new site will allow us to work in cooperation with our municipal colleagues (operations - roads and parks) 
through the sharing of certain infrastructure services, fueling services, fleet and maintenance amongst other 
similar opportunities. The anticipation of cost savings both current and future is well in excess of $1M. 

Since its inception, the new facility was designed to meet the requirements of LEED certification through the 
Canadian Green Building Council. The building footprint takes into consideration the growth demands for our 
respective communities. 

Although Shaparew notes that the $12M investment in the new facility is for the future, prudent planning principles 
validate the necessary investment and enable us to be prepared for the future. 

An Open House is being planned following our move.

Innisfil Council has approved its new Commer¬ 
cial Water Taking Policy - but not before criticizing 
both commercial water-taking applicant fohn 
Harris, and the Ministry of the Environment. 

Town Council had approved a rezoning for 
Harris' property, to facilitate the commercial oper¬ 
ation based on the information provided, that he 
intended to reduce the planned water-taking to 
240,000 Litres per day. 

However, information provided by resident 
Megan Varga confirmed that Harris, in his applica- 
tion to the MOE, asked for a water-taking of 
360,000 - a 50% increase. 

"I was disappointed, as many in this room," to 
see the increase, said Director of Land Use Man¬ 
agement Tim Cane. He suggested the Town will 
continue to process the application based on the 
lower numbers, and will have to "wait and see" 
what the Ministry approves. 


"Why should we even pass this tonight, if he 
misled us?" asked Deputy Mayor Dan Davidson, 
referring the the new Policy. 

"This gives us a level of direction and protection 
we don't have," said Cane, urging Council to vote 
in favour. "Then we can deal with Mr. Harris' 
moving target through the site plan process." 

Mayor Barb Baguley expressed her "dismay" not 
only at the higher water-taking in the application, 
but the lack of notification from the Province. 
"We're finding out from a resident something they 
should have told us." 

Council voted to approve the new water-taking 
policy - but also to direct the Mayor to communi¬ 
cate with the MOE to discuss "the apparent lack of 
proper notice," and ask for an extension of the 30 
day comment period - which expired before the 
Town even learned that the application had been 
received. 

The mayor was also asked to express "Innisfil's 
concerns with increasing water-taking without fur¬ 
ther hydrological assessment."

Dwindling student numbers are lead¬ 
ing to changes in Simcoe County high 
school sports, with some activities being 
curtailed or cancelled altogether. 

"I'm hearing from some (high school) 
athletic directors that they're having to 
go out and ask kids to come out for the 
teams," said Kelly Breedon-Elliott, ath¬ 
letic director for the Simcoe County Dis¬ 
trict School Board and chairwoman of 
the Simcoe County Athletics Associa¬ 
tion (SCAA), a multi-board organization 
that includes all secondary school ath¬ 
letics. 

"That was never the case. We always 
had lots of kids trying out for teams, but 
it seems with social media and other 
pulls on time, it's not such a focus for 
groups coming in," she added. "We've 
had 16 teams drop out of various sched¬ 
ules. Of those 16, 11 are junior teams. 

"I understand it's difficult for athletic 
directors to know who's coming in, but 


in the past, we've always had lots of kids 
in Grade 9 come out for sports teams. So 
we're not seeing that trend as strongly as 
we used to." 

Breedon-Elliott said there have 
already been some sports programs 
cancelled this year. 

"We've had withdraws from girls bas¬ 
ketball, junior girls flag football, junior 
and senior boys soccer and volleyball. 
The only sport that's remained intact 
this year is football," she said, adding 
that SCAA officials were aware earlier 
this year that there would be no senior 
football this fall at Nantyr Shores Sec¬ 
ondary School in Alcona. 

"Nantyr did not declare themselves in 
when we started making the schedules 
in fune. They made their decision based 
on who they knew was coming in," 
Breedon-Elliott said. 

"They didn't actually drop out of the 
schedule; they didn't put themselves in 
to start with."

Schools would do well to inform the SCAA 
as soon as they can when they realize there 
could be less students able to take part in cer¬ 
tain sporting activities, she said. 

"This is the work we need other people to 
be doing in their schools, quite frankly," she 
said. "With less kids coming in, where you 
might have 15 or 20 kids try out for junior 
teams, now they're getting five to 10. It's 
pretty tough to run a program with five kids, 
regardless of the sport." 

But three high schools — St. Joseph's in 
Barrie, St. Theresa's in Midland and Patrick 
Fogarty Catholic in Orillia — are bucking the 
trend and starting up football programs. 

Senior teams will hit the gridiron at St. Joe's 
and St. Theresa's and a junior squad from 
Patrick Fogarty is playing its first season. 

"There was a lot of interest from the stu¬ 
dent body at the schools and a keen coaching 
staff is ready to kick-off the season in a big 


way," said Simcoe Muskoka Catholic District 
School Board spokeswoman Pauline Steven¬ 
son. "After not running a program last year, 
St. Joseph's Catholic High School in Barrie 
has a full roster of students ready to play at 
the senior level. 

There are lots of factors that could be 
responsible for the shrinking number of team 
sports in some of the other county high 
schools, Breedon-Elliott said. 

"Some schools are hit harder by this than 
others. There's less kids in each school, 
except for one or two that have increased 
their enrolment," she said. "It's maybe not as 
cachet to belong to a school team. Students 
are doing other things after school. Certainly, 
making a commitment to a school team 
requires quite a bit of time on their part. 

"A lot of their socializing is online — not 
necessarily in all families — so that can take 
up a lot of time. And I know lots of kids that 
work 25, 30 hours a week and go to school," 
she said. "There's only so many hours in the 


day. I guess it's just a reflection of a change in 
society." 

Breedon-Elliott said giving students the 
sporting activities students they want, and 
making them accessible, is key. 

"We all think from our past experience. We 
have to think about what's happening in the 
future," she said. 

"If students are not choosing school sports 
because they're committed to other things 
and they're working or whatever reason — 
and there's not as many (sports offered) — 
then we have to look at how we can structure 
our sports differently. 

"Nobody wants to say they're going to run 
something and you get some interest in the 
school and then you have to cancel it because 
we didn't have enough interest." 

She said particularly at the junior level, 
kids who want to participate — maybe not at 
the same level of commitment or travel — 
should be able to do it. 

"We're going to have to be doing things dif¬ 


ferently going forward," Breedon-Elliott said. 
"That may mean taking the junior sports level 
and making it sort of a local thing. So you'd 
play some scheduled games locally and have 
a couple of mini-tournaments and champi¬ 
onship day and then that's it." 

Teams wouldn't have to follow the senior 
schedules that are really tight for time 
because of the OFSSA dates, she added. 

"Everything we set for scheduling has to go 
around the end (of the season). Whereas in 
junior team sports, we don't need representa¬ 
tives for OFSSA, that's really only for individ¬ 
ual sports." 

Breedon-Elliott said perhaps the best thing 
about high school sports is that students get 
to play with their friends. 

"In community sports, you might be in dif¬ 
ferent leagues at different levels of competi¬ 
tion," she said. "In high school, groups of kids 
can get to know one-another, challenging 
themselves, setting group goals and trying to 
accomplish something."

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Residents not happy with new traffic lights

When the Town of Innisfil installed a set of 
pedestrian-activated lights at the corner of 
Anna Maria Ave. and Ashwood, it was with 
the blessing of the school community at St. 
Francis of Assisi Catholic elementary school. 

The lights were designed to provide a safer 
crossing for children attending the school - 
better than the 4-way stop that had been 
installed at the road intersection and drive¬ 
way to the school. 

But one year later, residents in the Alcona 
neighbourhood are up in arms, arguing that 
the placement of the lights creates a hazard 
for children, and calling for their removal or 
relocation. 

"The only time the street is busy is in the 
morning, and in the afternoon. It's made it 
worse," says Brian Ackerley - with cars racing 
to beat the changing lights, queuing up to 
turn into the driveway to the school, and 
swinging around the corner from Ashwood 
west onto Anna Maria, and through the cross¬ 
ing. "The stops worked well." 

Ackerley has other reasons for complaint: 
The green glow of the lights shine into his 
upper windows at all hours - and the white 
line on the pavement, marking the point 
where vehicles must stop for the light, blocks 
his driveway. 


Neighbour Martin O'Carrigan is incensed 
by the placement. He points out that the 
entry the children use is at the extreme east 
end of the school - which means students 
must walk west to the lights - incidentally 
crossing Ashwood - use the crossing, and 
then walk all the way back to the east doors, 
past parked school buses spewing exhaust. 

"It's chaos in the morning, and it's chaos at 
4 p.m... It's how not to do it," O'Carrigan says. 

"There's no way that they could have done 
any sort of research, any sort of walk-about," 
says Debi McGuin-O'Carrigan, noting that 
not only is the student entry at the east side of 
the building, there is also a public playground 
at the east end of the property. Placing the 
crossing at the west end, forcing kids to cross 
Ashwood to access the crossing "is the most 
ridiculous thing." 

She adds, "Even if they use it, they still have 
to cross where these buses and parents are 
rushing in and out (of the school driveway)."

She accused the Town of providing more notification of 
road repairs, than the Medical Marijuana debate. "Coolcstown 
is a heritage town. Is marijuana heritage?" 

Mayor Barb Baguley continued to point out that what was 
under consideration was a town-wide zoning amendment - 
since no specific site application has been received by the 
Town. 

In the end, Council did not vote on the amendment to the 
Zoning By-law. Instead, Councillor Lynn Dollin called for the 
by-law to be referred back to staff to consider all the options, 
and consult further with the public - and for the Town to pass 
an Interim Control By-law that would prevent any applications 
from being considered until after the review. 

Deputy CAO and Director of Legal Services fason Reynar 
explained that Section 38 of the Municipal Act gives a munici¬ 
pal government the power to essentially place a freeze on 
applications, for as long as the policy is under review - for a 
maximum of 1 year. Section 38 "is designed exactly for this cir¬ 
cumstance, when there is a new use." 

The resolution passed by Council called an "interim control 
By-law that prohibits the use of land within the municipality 
for a medical marijuana facility, except for such uses that were 
legally established prior to the passing of this by-law." 

Councillor Dollin was pleased with the decision, and the 
opportunity for more discussion. 

"We have had a public meeting, and we have had some 
good debate, but it was directed to a site" - the supposed 
Cookstown location. The new, broader discussion will be on 
town-wide issues, including separation from sensitive uses, 
and whether the proper zoning is Agricultural or Industrial. 
"More work needs to be done," she said. 

"Council has heard the people who came as delegations 
tonight," said Councillor Doug Lougheed. "Certainly there's 
going to be greater Public engagement." 

Councillor Rod Boynton said that although he hesitated to 
"dump something like this on the new Council," he agreed 
with the delay. "I have to agree - this needs to be gotten right. 
If we did this tonight, I believe we'd be rushing it." 
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Council shows support for‘double-hatters’

The stand of the International Association 
of Fire Fighters against "Double-Hatters" - 
those of its members employed as full-time 
firefighters in one jurisdiction, who volunteer 
as firefighters in another municipality - led 
Innisfil Council to pass a resolution on 
Wednesday night, and express their support 
for "Double-Hatter" Tom Hunse. 

Hunse, a long-time resident of Cookstown, 
is employed as a Professional Firefighter by 
the Toronto Fire Service, but also volunteers 
with Innisfil Fire & Rescue, in his home com¬ 
munity. The Union has demanded that he be 
fired from his full-time job; so far, the city of 
Toronto has refused - but the matter goes to 
Grievance Arbitration this fall. 


Councillor Lynn Dollin presented a Resolu¬ 
tion that reads, in part: "Whereas a volunteer 
firefighter in the Innisfil Fire and Rescue 
Service is challenging the IAFF ban on 
Double Hatting and their expulsions from 
that union because of his desire to continue 
volunteering while being employed as a full¬ 
time firefighter in another jurisdiction; and 
Whereas, the right of individuals to use their 
free time in service of their community is a 
fundamental right in a free, open and demo¬ 
cratic society" - and asks that the Provincial 
government amend the Fire Protection and 
Prevention Act 1997 to provide protection for 
Double Hatters. 

The Resolution also directs Town staff to 
"take all necessary steps to support the fights 
of Double Hatters, to achieve the above- 
noted legislative change." 


Dollin noted that the ban on Double Hat¬ 
ters "is not just an Innisfil issue. It's an entire 
Ontario-wide issue." There is not only the 
potential loss of volunteers in small commu¬ 
nities that rely on a volunteer or mixed fire 
service, "over 85% of Ontarians believe that 
full-time Firefighters should get to do what 
they want to do in their free time," she said. 

"I support the Professional Firefighters, and 
I also support the volunteers," said Councillor 
Richard Simpson. "We have a North Ameri¬ 
can-wide union that is trying to bully the vol¬ 
unteers." 

Mayor Barb Baguley praised Hunse. "How 
incredibly proud we should all be of this indi¬ 
vidual who is standing up (to the Union), his 
stick-to-itiveness... This is a man who wants 
to give to his community." 

Baguley pointed out, "This is a simple fix. 


We're not asking for millions of dollars, we're 
not asking for hearings... This is a stroke of 
the pen fix. The legislature could resolve this 
tomorrow." 

In a recorded vote, the Resolution passed 
7-1, with Councillor Rod Boynton abstaining 
due to conflict of interest - and Councillor 
Ken Simpson, a former professional fire¬ 
fighter now retired, voting against, telling 
Council that he felt he did not have enough 
information on the issue to support the reso¬ 
lution. 

The Resolution will now be forwarded to 
other municipalities, asking for their support. 
"Hopefully the pressure will come to bear on 
the Legislature," said Mayor Baguley. "This 
Double Hatter situation is just not tolerable 
any more... We're proud to stand behind 
(Hunse), beside him, and in front of him." 


Location of lights determined through consultation

Andy Campbell, Director of Engineering 
and Infrastructure says that the location of 
the lights was determined through consulta¬ 
tion with the Principal and School Council - 
and chosen "to keep the kids from crossing 
the parking lot," at the busiest times of day. 

"There isn't a great solution there," Camp¬ 
bell admits. "The school was never designed 


to have all that traffic. That was the only place 
to put (the lights) to keep (students) out of 
parking lot traffic." 

He noted that it is Town policy to replace 
traditional Pedestrian crossings with the 
pedestrian-activated traffic lights, at all of the 
schools in the municipality. The cost of the 
installation on Anna Maria was $197,327 - 
which included $80,169 for the lights/electri¬ 
cal, and another $117,158 for sidewalks and 


other costs, including the actual installation. 

To remove and reinstall the lights "would 
be in the $80,000 region, depending on loca¬ 
tion, utility conflicts and power supply, etc.," 
Campbell advised. 

Asked about a solution, Campbell sug¬ 
gested better enforcement by Police, better 
design of school parking lots and traffic flow, 
and better driving on the part of parents. 

"What will get the parents to drive more 


safely? I don't know," Campbell says, suggest¬ 
ing that having kids participate in "Walking 
School Buses" instead of being driven, might 
be a solution - or installing a full set of traffic 
lights at the west-end driveway, if Council 
approves the expenditure. 

"I've talked to residents. I understand 
them. But that was the best location we could 
come up with, working with the school," 
Campbell says.

The 3rd Annual Innisfil Celtic Festival took place 
at Innisfil Beach Park, September 13 - weaving 
together the Celtic threads that are part of the tap¬ 
estry of Canada's history. 

MP for York Simcoe Peter Van Loan, among the 
dignitaries opening the Festival, pointed out that 
the symbols carved in stone in the Parliament 
buildings in Ottawa, and emblazoned "all through 
the buildings themselves, reflecting the roots of our 
country," include not only the French fleur-de-lis 
and English Lion, but the symbols of Scotland, Ire¬ 
land and Wales. 

The festival began with the massed Innisfil, 
White Heather, Clans of New Tecumseth, and Hal- 
iburton Highlanders Pipe & Drum bands, parading 
through the park. 

There were sheep-herding demonstrations, 
sword battles by Barrie Swordplay, Strongman and 
Highland Games competitions, and music on the 
main stage. 


It was, said MPP Julia Munro, not only a reflec¬ 
tion of Innisfil's roots, "but the pride that today, 
people feel" in their heritage, in a multicultural 
country. It was also a celebration of community. 

Catherine Hall, founder of the Irish Claddagh 
Club, noted that the idea for the festival blossomed 
after a consultant, in 2011, proposed changing the 
name of the "Town of Innisfil", in an effort to disso¬ 
ciate the municipality from a barrage of negative 
publicity at the time. 

Residents objected strongly, and spoke in favour 
of retaining "Innisfil." 

"Innis is the Irish for 'green meadows', " said 
Hall, a link to the Irish settlers who came to the 
area in the 19th century, and part of the commu¬ 
nity's heritage. "The name didn't change, and the 
Town got a Celtic Festival." 

Unfortunately, this year's festival was plagued 
with what Chair Gord Wauchope termed "Scottish 
weather" - rainy, cold and damp - limiting both the 
activities and the number of visitors to the park on 
Lake Simcoe, although the rain kept the meadows 
green.

Barrie and District home sales running 
just short of record levels in August 


Residential property sales 
recorded through the MLS® Sys¬ 
tem of the Barrie & District Asso¬ 
ciation of REALTORS® Inc. num¬ 
bered 437 units in August 2014. 
This was an increase of 10 per 
cent from last August. 

Within the City of Barrie sales 
activity rose 13 per cent from a 
year earlier. The City of Barrie saw 
266 residential sales in August. A 
year-over-year increase of six per 
cent was recorded in surrounding 
areas, where sales activity totalled 
171 units. 

“August was another strong 
month for home sales in Barrie 
and surrounding areas, with sales 
hitting the highest level for the 
month of August in seven years 
and running not far off the record 
for the month set a decade ago,” 


said ferry Hay, President of the 
Barrie and District Association of 
REALTORS®. “While supply has 
risen in recent months, the mar¬ 
ket remains historically tight. As a 
result, price gains continue to run 
well ahead of inflation” 

The year-to-date average price 
for all homes sold via the Associa¬ 
tion's MLS® System to the end 
August 2014 was $339,807, up 6.6 
per cent from the first eight 
months of 2013. 

The year-to-date average price 
figure for homes sold within the 
City of Barrie was $319,416. This 
was a six per cent increase com¬ 
pared to the average selling price 
at the same time in 2013. The 
year-to-date average price figure 
for the surrounding areas was 
$369,494, an increase of 7.5 per 


cent over the same period from 
last year. 

The Barrie & District Associa¬ 
tion of REALTORS® cautions that 
over a period of time, the use of 
average price information can be 
useful in establishing trends, but 
it does not indicate actual prices 
in widely divergent areas or 
account for price differentials 
between geographical areas. 

The dollar value of all home 
sales in August 2014 was $144.6 
million, up 14 per cent from year- 
ago levels. This was a record for 
the month of August. 

August recorded the fourth 
consecutive double-digit year- 
over-year increase in new supply 
and also set a record for the 
month. New residential listings 
rose 13 per cent from a year ear¬ 


lier to 696 units in August 2014. 

Overall supply remains below 
levels seen in most of the past 
decade but has ticked higher in 
recent months. Active residen¬ 
tial listings on the Association's 
MLS® System numbered 1,459 
units at the end of August 2014, 
up three per cent from year-ago 
levels. 

There were 3.3 months of 
inventory at the end of August 
2014. This was down slightly 
from 3.6 months at the end of 
August 2013 and stood well 
below the long-run average for 
this time of year as well. The 
number of months of inventory 
is the number of months it 
would take to sell current inven¬ 
tories at the current rate of sales 
activity. 


Sales of all property types in 
the Barrie region numbered 454 
units in August, rising 10.5 per 
cent compared to August 2013. 
The total value of all properties 
sold in August 2014 was $150 
million, up 16.5 per cent on a 
year-over-year basis.

Safety steps are imperative 
if your sewer backs up 


(NC) Unexpected plumbing issues can 
be messy and frustrating. Many plumb¬ 
ing problems, such as a dripping pipe or 
clogged toilet, can be fixed within the 
walls of your home. However, when 
you're dealing with a problem like a wet 
basement thanks to a backed up sewer 
line, you or your plumber may have to go 
outside to fix the problem. That's when 
you need to remember to put safety first. 

If you need to clear a blockage in the 
sewer line beyond the walls of the build¬ 
ing, it is very important to contact the 
service, Ontario One Call, before any 
work starts. Otherwise, you could be put¬ 
ting yourself, your family, and neigh¬ 
bours at risk. 

Sometimes sewer lines intersect with 
natural gas lines, so if the gas line is dam¬ 
aged by sewer clearing equipment (such 
as motorized augers, power snakes, and 
other root-cutting equipment), it could 
result in a gas leak. If left unchecked, it is 
extremely dangerous to let gas build up 


in the sewer, or around nearby homes 
and buildings. 

“Safety should be a top priority for 
every family,” says lames Schofield, the 
manager of damage prevention pro¬ 
grams at Enbridge Gas Distribution. 
“We want everyone to take the right 
steps to minimize the risk to them¬ 
selves and others when it comes to 
public safety.” 

Always contact Ontario One Call to 
ask for a free 'natural gas sewer safety 
inspection' before clearing a blocked 
sewer line beyond the outside walls of 
a house or building.

How to add rich hues of

Equipment: 

Fine grit sandpaper 
Disposable rubber gloves

Directions: 

Sanding: Always prepare 
the wood with a light sand¬ 
ing. This ensures that you will 
get a nice even coat of stain. 
Always sand in the direction 
of the grain to avoid leaving 
scratches and use a fine grit 
sandpaper to get a smooth 
appearance.
